achievements of the Wright bother ' 
aeroplane. 
That these flights, record- 


breaking as they were, will even be 
surpassed by Orviile Wright during 
his trials at Fort Myer. is confidently 
predicted. The first flight, in which 
the machine circled the drill grounds 
at the fort 57 times in 57 minutes and 
31 seconds, was surpassed later when 
a flight of 62 minutes and 15 seconds 
was made. 


New Era Begins. 


Xot satisfied with breaking all dis- 


tance and fine records for a heavier- 
than-air flying machine. Mr. Wright 
took Lieutenant Frank P. Lahm. the 
aeronaut of the signal 
corps, for a 


spin around the 
drill grounds, and 


making a new record for a two-man 
flight. All this happened so quickly 
and unostentatiously that the specta- 
tors, among whom were members of 
the cabinet and high officers of the 
army and navy, could hardly realize 
that history had been made and that 
a new era in the progress of the civ- 
ilized world was begun. 


The first flight was witnessed by 


only a handful of enthusiasts, but the 
news spread so rapidly that fully a 
thousand people gathered on the mili- 
tary reservation across the Potomac 
from the national capital to see the 
next event.

them to storm the jail. I had my re- 
volver, but I did not use it. 
1 gave 


it to a deputy sheriff and told him: 
'Shoot Patton, and shoot to kill.' He 
used the revolver and shot.

some of those that killed the negro. 


"I don't care what investigation is

I am willing to stand the mud. I

"We 
estimate the capacity of the active 
plants on Sept. 1 at Hl,0.,112 tons wpelc- 
ly, as compared with 284.390 tons on 
Aug. 
1, and the minimum of 2:12.052 


tons on Jan 1 and maximum of 525,- 
5?,8 tons on May 1, If/07. 


The production of tho coke and an- 


thracite 
furnaces reached 1.3-18,831 


tons in August, as 
compared with 


1,218.129 tons in July.

In other words, by appearing in print every day 
you are able to get the benefit of the impression 
created the day before, and as each piece of copy 
makes its appearance the result of your publicity 
on the reader's mind is more pronounced— 
you musn't stop short of a knock-down impression.

Legislature Charges Bills and Calls It 


"Unauthorized Deficiency." 


Here is a sample of the "unauthor- 


zed deficiency" the Democratic cam- 
paign committee is charging against 
:he Republican state officers: 


Three years ago the adjutant gen- 


eral, under whose charge is the state- 
louse, thought the interests of econ- 
omy might be served by placing the 
senate and the house of representa- 
tives each on its own electric light 
and gas meter, so that each house 
would know what it was using and 
pay the bills out of its own contingent 
[und. Bills were rendered to each 
Jiotise and payment was refused. The 
bills were then sent to the adjutant 
general. 
He presented them to the 


finance committees, with the result 
that they were placed in a bill ana 
charged to the adjutant general's de- 
partment 
as 
"unauthorized 
defici- 


ency." 


The criticism being made against 


two or three of the state offices whore 
"unauthorized deficiencies" have boon 
charged against them, is just as rea- 
sonable as the instance of the legisla- 
ture's gas bills. 


Several years ago a member of the 


O. X. G. from Cleveland was acciden- 
tally wounded. -Through a member of 
the Cuyahoga county delegation in 
the legislature last winter, a bill for 
his relief was presented to the gen- 
eral assembly. After an investigation 
there was placed in this bill a:i ap- 
propriation to nay a bill for nursing, 
a doctor's bill and a hospital bill, all 
amounting to $1.500. 
Xo legal pro- 


vision had been made covering tiie 
contingency of nursing and hospital 
and doctor's bills. 
If there was an 


obligation of any kind, it was a moral 
obligation on the state to pay these 
claims. 
They were paid, however, 


and the amount was credited against 
the adjutant general's department as 
an "uiiautliorize:! deficiency."
